. Pasadena, Calif. May 1—A trip 
half way around the earth for 8 
four-minute view of a solar eclipse 
has. been started by Dr. Theodore 
Dunham Jr., Mount Wilson Observ- 
atory astronomer. ‘This duration js 
greater than for most eclipses,’” he 
said before leaving, “and will per- 
mit the use of more powerful 
equipment than can bt used ordi- 
narily." 


He is one of a group of scientists 
in an expedition spopsored by the 
National Geographic Society and 
the navy, going to the Phoenix Is- 
lands to observe the eclipse June 8. 

Dr. Dunhanr's special’ equipment 
will include a powerful spectro- 
graph with aw motion picture cam- 
era which will make one photo-

Knocked 
together from seraps of wood, those three by 
three ilitie structures mean food and clothes, 
and a Iitile bit of small change to tide them 
over the days of winter when work fs scarce 
and hard to get. Tt at feast assures them & 
wherewithal 4o while away the hours, of ldle- 
ness during the short days and long nights. 


FISHING SHANTIES. 


They are fishing shanties. Men sit iny 
them, and with pole and line walt patiently 
for some of the finny specimens which crowd 
the bay to come up and bite the baited hook. 
Outside some of them a small pile of small 
fish lle frozen on the ice. Later, when dark- 
ness descends over the bay, they will be peddied 
from door to door in the city by the men who 
haye spent the day fishing for them. 

We enter one of the small shacks. Squatted 
on 2% soap box beside a hole cut In the ice 
about « foot in diameter, one of the local un- 
employed, sits patiently with a small bit of 
pole in his hand, and line in the water, wait- 
Ing for a bite. Inside the shack it is warm and 
dry. A piece of a stove pipe, with an end 
rivetted on the bottom of it, is hung up by 
bits of wire to the ceiling in one corner of the 
very small house.

Each week we take them all out of the box, 
when they come up to feed on the bits of moss 
and hardboiled eggs we throw in, then take 
the dirt ont, shake it up and air it, and pot 
the whole thing back again. You can keep 
them forever that way, and they breed almost 
as fast as we can use them up.” ‘ 

Some of the others, he explained, use min- 
nows for ball. Even in winter it is‘no trick to 
chop a hole In the ice, keep throwing bread 
crumbs through it for a few days, and then 
when the minnows start to swarm around, net 
them. With the latter live bait many of the 
boys in their shacks have hauled record sized 
pickerel through the holes this season.

Hon. T. B. McQuesten, Highways Minister, Urges Driv- 
ers to Use Care And Courtesy as New Law on 
Speed Goes Into Force on Monday, May 24th. 


TORONTO, May 21—"The amendment to the Motor 
Vehicles Act permitting increased speeds of 30 and 50 
miles per hour in municipalities and rural sections respec- 
tively will go into effect'on May 24th,” Hon. T. 8B. Mc- 
Questen, Ontario Minister of Highways, announced yes- 
terdoy. 

At the same time, he issued a strong warning to mo- 
torists that the new speed rates represented “the maxi- 
mum permissible speed at which motor vehicles may be 
operated.” 

Mr. McQuesten pointed out emphatically that the new 
speed limits were designed to meet the most ideal motor- 
ing conditions, and that motorists would have to slacken 
their pace in situations which called for care, courtesy 
and the sofety of pedestrians and other drivers, if the 
chance of reckless driving wos to be avoided. 

These speed law changes, however, were entirely 
dependent on “ideal conditions,” he stressed. They could 
not take into consideration the many and varied situa- 
tions which constantly arise on the highway and call for

But another newspoper, started just 12 
years,later in Quebec City, is still rendering faithful service 
to the people of its community, six days every week, despite 
an age of 173 years! 

Associated with it as the only other survivor from the 
Eighteenth Century, is a Montreal daily with a career that 
dates from 1778. 

In a country as young as Canada, one does not expect to 
find many individual business enterprises with a history go- 
ing back as far as 1850. Yet the Canadian publication in- 
dustry can “boast of ten daily newspapers, seveteen weekly | 2st 
newspapers, three religious periodicals and-one magazine, ali 
still. in active operation, that had their beginnings earlier 
rj than the middle-of the last century.
